EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to the 
amendment received on May 1 1 , 2004. 

2. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

a. After carefully reviewing the application in light of the prior art of record, the 
amended claims and additional search of all the possible areas relevant to the present 
application, a set of related prior art references has been found, but those prior art 
references are not deemed strong to make the application unpatentable. Thus, it is 
found that the application is now in condition for allowance. 

b. Although the prior art disclose several claimed limitations, none of the 
references teaches a machine-implement method for providing service data over a data 
transmission network which includes at least the steps of providing a user interface for 
soliciting selections of desired service data, receiving an input signal representative of a 
selection of desired service data by means of data transmission network, receiving input 
representing a product code associated with a device or system, generating a license 
code with embedded information related to the product code for activating the desired 
service data, and transmitting the desired service data and the license code to a data 
processing system via the data transmission network, wherein the service data includes 
information needed for carrying out a machine-implemented service process and the 
license is implemented to access the desired service data (claims 1,5. 10, 17, 23, 27, 
30 and 32). 

c. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-23 and 25-33 are allowable over the prior art of record 
(now renumbered as 1-30).
